Kellogg of Minnesota, Republic­ 
ans. in te n d ed to develop why Mr. 
McAdoo believes it advisable to 
turn h ac k the roads 
to 
private 
m a n a g e m e n t a s soon as possible if 
congress does not extend the pe­ 
riod of federal control for five 
years. 
Both senators arg u ed by impi!* 
cation for retention by the govern­ 
ment of the railroads for the full 
21 m o n t h s after tho declaration of 
peace authorized by th e existing 
law, a n d legislation 
meanwhile 
by congress to provide a perm a­ 
nent solution of the railroad prob­ 
lem. 
Gives Three Reasons. 


Mr. McAdoo gave three reasons 
why h e does not believe in r e ­ 
taining control of th e railroads tor 
twentv-one months: 
That 
railroad 
companies 
al­ 
ready a r e challenging the author­ 
ity of t h e railroad administration 
to r e q u i r e them to purchase cer­ 
tain equipment and otherwise are 
not giving a full m easure of co­ 
operation. 
T h a t some state railroad co m ­ 
missions threaten to dispute the 
right of the federal management 
to d ic ta t e lntra-state rates In n o r­ 
mal pea ce times. anti. 
T h a t the uncertainty of the fu­ 
ture w ould cause a ferment w ith ­ 
in r ailro a d organization particu­ 
larly destructive to morale of e m ­ 
ployes and officers. 
To Senator C u m m in s’ comment 
that he thought it “ little less than 
a crim e to turn bark the railroads 
at an early date, with the .stand­ 
ards o f wages, material costs and 
rates a s they are.” and that 
u n ­ 
less t h e r o a d s are given more time 
to p r e p a r e it will he little short 
of disastrous.” 
Mr. McAdoo replied: 
“ T t'Aunn* foresee sui Ii a 
it n a­ 
tion at all unless the state com ­ 
missions and the Interstate co m ­ 
merce commissions ignore the n e ­ 
cessity for maintaining wage and 
the r ig h t of just compensation and 
would reduce the rates unjustly.

Mrs. Catherine McCarty of Ash­ 
land R. R. I received the follow­ 
ing letter on Christmas day from 
her son. Private Edward McCarty 
who is with the American E. F. 
in France: 
Beaume, France, 
Near Dijon, 
Nov. 28, 1918. 
Dear Mother and brother: 
I thought I would write you a 
few lines today and tell you some 
news. 
Now we can tell where we 
are and where we 
have 
been. 
Well, France is not Illinois. I have 
seen enough of it and am ready to 
come home as soon at I can get 
there. 
I have been on the front In sev­ 
eral different places, but never 
wk* in a battle. 
We were close 
on to the Boches, when Sedan was 
captured, the last town on French 
soil. 
The British and French beat 
us to Sedan, or we might have 
gotten a shot at the Huns. 
They 
were going so fast we couldn’t 
keep up with them. 
I sure have 
seen some torn up country and 
towns. 
I saw the llindenburg 
line in a place or two, and believe i 
me the Yanks had certainly torn 
it up. 
I was through the Argonne 
forests. 
That was another place 
that was sure torn up. 
The Huns 
were in holes, trenches, and dug 
outs, and it looked impossible to 
get them out, but believe me, 
the Yanks moved them. 
W hen we started for Sedan wo 
had to hike six days and one night 
and it was captured before we got 
there, so then we had to hike 
back for six more days, and one 
morning, I wasn’t 
feeling 
very 
good so I reported on the sick 
book an d they sent me to a base 
hospital and I have been here 
three weeks now taking it easy, 
three good squares a day and a 
good bed to sleep in. 
I just had 
a touch of 
the 
rheumatics 
or 
cramps in my stomach, for a day 
or two, but was sure glad to get 
tho rost. as I have done soem hard 
hiking in Franco. 


I don't think I will ever go back 
to my company. 
All the talk here 
in tho hospital is “going home.” 
Tho wounded and sick are leaving 
now for tile U. S. 
I think we sol­ 
diers in tho hospitals, who are 
feeling all right will bo the next 
to go. 
I met a soldier here in the 
hospital from Pana, 111. 
He said 
he knew tho Kavanaugh boys at 
Ashland. 
I also met a fellow 
from Nebo, near Roodhouse and I 
think we three will go home to­ 
gether. 
I guess everyone back 
home was glad when the armistice 
was signed. 
We had a good dinner Thanks­ 
giving day and we all did it jus­ 
tice. 
W ei I hope I am the first 
guy back to the brush, and I may 
be the lucky one as I think tho 
rest of the boys, just got over a 
month or so ago, und they prob­ 
ably will be kept over here awhile.
